Sari Slraras, Agent for Mies Dot Thornton and mother, Mrs. Mary F. Thornton, owners of the

property situated at the southeast corner of Congress Avenue and East l*ith Street, legally

desoxlbed as the'west fifty (50) feet of Lots 1, 2, and 3, Block 160, Original Olty, appeared

before the Oounoll and asked that the matter of changing the Use designation of said property

from "B" Residence District to "0" Commercial Dietriot be reopened for the following reasons:

1* That said owners hare an opportunity now to lease this property to a party who wants
to erect on it a building to be used for a cafe, drug etore and probably barter shop, and ae
the Board of Adjustment has already reported adversely on the matter,that saae te*Mi referred
to them again but that the Oounoll take action on same at the earliest possible date in order
that the owners may not lose this valuable lease*

2* That this property has been occupied for the past ten years as business property and
at the time the Zoning Ordinance was being formulated the owners, through Judge Ireland Graves
requested that this property be designated as commercial property, but found later that It
was plaoed In Residence "B" class, which ellmatea commercial activity*

3« That in vlevr of the occupancy that this property has had all the time, and the fact
that they are trying to Improve the oorner and put It In better shape than ever before, they
should be allowed this change*

if* That this property was given to Mlsa Thornton and her mother by the Hogg Estate that
they might have the income from it to live on and that for past years same has been taxed
without any Income at all and they are very much in need of the money*

5« That the fact that It la generally oonoeded that this will eventually become business
property, and the further fact that their original request that It be zoned aa business was
overlooked, they aek that the Council grant thla change*

SPACES. THE DENSITY OF POPULATION, THE LOCATION AND USE OF BUILD-
INGS. STRUCTURES AND LAND FOR TRADE INDUSTRY, RESIDENCES AND OTHER
PURPOSES; AND DIVIDING THE CITY OF AUSTIN INTO DISTRICTS OR ZONES,
AND REGULATING AND DISTRICTING THE ERECTION, CONSTRUCTION, RECON-
STRUCTION. ALTERATION, REPAIR AND USE OF BUILDINGS, STRUCTURES OR
LAND WITHIN SUCH DISTRICTS OR ZONES; AND PROVIDING UNIFORM REGULA-
TIONS FOR THE SEVERAL CLASSES AND KINDS OF BUILDINGS OR STRUCTURES
AND USES WITHIN THE DISTRICTS OR ZONES; AND ADOPTING TWO ZONING
MAPS. DISCLOSING RESPECTIVELY THE! SEVERAL USE DISTRICTS AND THE
SEVERAL HEIGHT AND AREA DISTRICTS, AND THE RESTRICTIONS AND LIMI-
TATIONS AND PROVISIONS APPLICABLE TO SUCK DISTRICTS;. AND PROVIDING
FOR A BOARD OF ADJUSTMENT AND DEFINING THE POWERS OF SAME; AND
PROVIDING CERTAIN PENALTIES AND REMEDIES; AND DECLARING AN EMER-
GENCY. "
